Extracts from the Report of the Twenty-se- 
cond General. Meeting of the London Mis- 
sionary Society— Concluded. 


Seminary. 

There are now in the Missionary Seminary at 
Gosport, sixteen students, who are pursuing, un- 
der the direction of our highly esteemed brother 
the Rev. Mr. Bogue, appropriate studies, prepa- 
ratory-to their entering upon the great work of 
preaching the gospel to the Heathen. They are 
well reported of by their tator, as men truly devo- 
ted to God, and likely to become useful Mission- 
aries. 

We areconcernei to state that, Mr. Stephens, 
a very promisng young man, has been removed 
by death, during the last year: and the studies of 
another are at present suspended by illness. 

It is with pleasure we state that the labours of 
several of the students among the French prison. 
evs at the prisons and prison ships, were attended 
with a divine blessing, 

There are al-o several young men to whom it 
is not intended to allow the asual term for educa. 
tiun at Gosport, who are committed to the care of 
some worthy ministers'in the country, that they 
may receive useful instruction to qualify them for 
the stations which they may probably occupy. 

Ainidst the occasions of congratulation which 
we have the pleasure this day to present to the 
society, we are under the painful necessity: of 
stating a circumstance deeply regretted by u; all. 

We advert tothe resignation of our highly valued 
Treasurer, Joseph Hardcastle, E<q who, from 
the commencement of this institatich, has, with 
no less advantage to the society than honour to 
bimself, fulfilled the duties of that inaportant of. 
five. His intended removal from the metropo- 
lis, rendered desirable by th» state of his health, 
has induecd him to relinguish his responsible of- 
fice, the duties of which be would no longer be 
able personally tosuperintend. ‘This resigaation 
the Directors have accepted with extreme reluc- 
tance: assured, however, that the cause itself will 
ever remato dear to his heart, and that tothe last 
hour of his life he will coutioue one of its most 
attached friends and warmest sugorters, The 
Society will therefore be callcd this day to the 
performance ofa new datv,in the clection of a 
successor in the office of ‘Treasurer. 

It would be angrateful not to acknowledge, 
with the warmest affection, the increasing liberal 
ity of the members of this Society both in town 
and country. ‘This will no doubt form one of 
the votes of this General M-eting. But it is 
merely justice to say thatthe Auxiliary Societies, 
both intown and country have by their zeal and 
activity, greatly encouraged the Directors to pro- 
eced ia their labours, aud. without fear, to leagth- 
ep the cords and strengthen the stakes of this in- 
stitution. ‘Tothe generous exertions of our Fe- 
male Friends we are puculiarly indebted, aad 
we calculate with coofidence on the continuance 
and increase of their afost valuable assistance. 

Every succeeding year will, we hope, present 
to you the gratitying fruits of your past labours, 
and the animatiog prospect of new seenes of ac- 
tien. ‘The world ts opening to our view, and in. 
viting us to far more extended efforts. Tae Di- 
rectors still look forward tothe proposed mission 
to the Afghens, near Persia ; the Mongals and 

Manjurs in Tartary ; and to the interesting island 
Madagascar. These missions will be commen- 
ced as soon as we are leraished with suitable in- 
strumenis for the purpose. 

‘These, respecied brethren, are the outlines of 

our proceedings, the pleasing details of which, as 
they would occupy many h ues, trust apppear ia 
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another form. Bat, from this general sketch we 
trust it will be evident that the warmest wishes of 
the Society, are in some meastire, attained. Itis 
no longer a question of doubtfal speculation whe- 
ther it be practicable to propagate the gospel a- 
mong the heathen, —:whether suitable persons can 
be found to do the work of Evaagelisis—or whe- 
ther it may please God now, as in ancient times, 
to prosper the efforts of his servants. The work 
isaccamplished. Able and faithful Missionaries 
have been obtained ; they have been sent forth to 
the ends of the earth ; they have found an open 
door,among the heathen, & their entrance among 
them has not been ta vain. ‘** The wilderness and 
the solitary place have been made glad ; the des- 
ert has rejoiced and blossomed as the rose.” 
Christ ts preached among the heathen ; and there- 
in we rejoice,y ., we will exceedingly rejoice. 
Many thousands of the pagan tribes have heard 
the joyfal sound of the gospel; and many hua. 
dreds kave found it to be the power of God to 
their salvation. 

During the last. year, our Seminary has 
received an addition of several promising stu- 
dents. Many more are candidates for the same 
honour. We have been enabled to strength- 
en our foreign stations by many additional labour- 
ers. New missions ¢fgreat importance havebeen 
commenced ; and to support the whole, oar funds 
have been augmented by the growing liberality of 
the publick, aad especially by the zeal of our 
Auxiliary Associations. What need we more ? 
What, but the the grateful heart, and the cheerful 
song ? And what now remains, but to persevere 
with undiminished, or rather with redoubled ar- 
dour, in the pursuit of our glorious object—the 
propagation of the gospel—the conversion of the 
heathea—the glory of Cirist.

Latest Address of the Baptist Missionary 
Society, (with specimens of the Sungskrit 
and Chinese Scriptures. ) | 


Cuartsrran Frisnos—The Specimens of, 
two languages are presented to your view out of 
twenty-eight in which the Baptist missionaries 
are preparing. the Sucred Scriptures for the 
wretched inhabitants in the East, who are sit 
tag in darkness and the shadow of death. The 
first of these, the Suogekrit, may be read by all 
the learned men in India ; amd the last, the Chi- 
nese, by the almost countless millions of the Chi- 
nescemptre. It is not too much to say, that the 
labours of these devoted mea will fornish the 
means of diveae knowledge to move. than half 
the inhabitants of the globe ! 

The missionsries say. that i0.000 copies of the 
Seriptares will be reqaired us a regular annnal 
supply, and that a few years will make twice that 
number necessary: they add, “ The number ac- 
tually published from Serampore last year at the 
exoense of the ‘Translation.fund in oar hands, 
Was about 6000 volumes; bat 7000 have beea 
printed there, including these in the Cingalee, 
and Hindostanee languages, at the expense of 
the Caleutta Bible Society, and the Corvespond- 
ing Committee,” 

Ic is importaat you should know also, that a 
copy of the Szriptures may be procered for a 
rupee (or half acrown.) Every person there- 
fore subseribing one, penny per week, may con- 
Sider hintself as actoally paiting the Seriptures 
into the possession of two {ndoo or Crinese 
faniles, ‘Diese, through a diving blessing, nay 
“ may make Shem wise anto salvatioa through 
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faith in Jesus Christ,” and be afterwards 
for conducting the worship of God for the edi.

A Resolution of the Synod of Pitts- 


burgh. . 

At a meeting of the Synod of PittsSnurgh in 
the town of Washington, Oct. 34, 1816.— Tie 
following Re-olutton wes brought forwerd by 
ihe committee of Bille and Overtares ; and ad- 
opted by the Syued ; viz.— The excessive use 
of ardent spirits produces idleness, poverty and 
wretchedoess—It destroys health and reputation. 
Introduces discord tato families and larger com- 
munities —It enervates the strong & changes ma- 
ny of the wise inte idieis— li threatens to sweep 
our land as with the besom of destruction: and 
calls londiy on all the friends of religion, order, 
science and humanity, te exert their influence in 
checking anevil so alarming in its progress, aod 
$0 1ainous in its effecis.—'Therefore, the Syood 

Resolved, That ardevt spirits ought never to 
be used, exeept as a medicine—That the free and 
common use of them at the raising of baddings— 
at military parades—weddings, and other pablick 
and social occasions is unnecessary and pernicious. 
"Phat the castom of making them a part of the 
entertainment of social visits is one of those fash- 
ions of the world to which Christians ought never 
to conform.— That the habital use of ardent spi- 
rits in families, and by labourers, is training up 
thousands for poverty, di-¢race, the prison, the 
gatiuws and eterog! misery. The Synod there- 





fore recommend to-all the ministers & professors 
of religion, -wiihin their bounds, to abstain from 
the unnecessary use of ardent spirits: and to en- 
deavor both by precept and exam le to check the 
progress of this growing and destructive vice. 
Resolved, ‘That it be recommended to the dif- 
ferent ministers of this Synod to read this resolu- 
l1on to their respective congregations ; and that 
the permanent clerk be instructed to request the 
editors of ail the News-papers published within 
the bounds of this Synog to publish the same.
